These eondltlonj* were so ridicu¬ 
lously bad that January last the Bl- 
berisn department of mines officially 
complained gf them lo the depart¬ 
ment of commerce and Industry 
I against the 4llega1 manner In which 
th* mining syndicate treated Its 
worker*. 

The strike wss conducted In an or¬ 
derly and peaceful manner, the strik¬ 
ing miner* going so far aa to organize 
patrol* for the protection of the prop¬ 
erty of their employer*. Maddened 
by the loss of their dividends and th> 
decline of the price of their stock, the 
directors of the Brltlah syndicate ao- 
pealed to the Russian authoritl** for 
protection of their vest'^d Interestf In 
response to this appeal soldiers were 
at once dispatched to the scene of the 
strike, and their firet acts were to ar- 
cest the member* of the strike com¬ 
mittee. When the striker* gathered 
In mass meeting to protest sgalnst the 
arrest of their leader* and to demand 
their release, suddenly and without 
any provocation, they were charg^ 
by th* soldiers. Th* order to fire 
was given and 1C6 miner* were killed 
outright and 160 dthem serioualy 
wounded. .When the member* of the 
Russian dum* questioned the minis¬ 
ter of the interior concerning this 
outrage, he replied: "Workers have 
always been killed on similar occa¬ 
sions and they wilt contlau* to be 
kilted."

Pollticai parties are not real repre¬ 
sentatives of distinct cIssH^i,. itut 
merely so many different t'liqites fight¬ 
ing each other, to gain the cuntrol of 
the state for their perso.ncl henefli 
Parilsmentsrism creates the business 
pulitieian. who ^mitroU all parties.

The syndicalists declare enthusiasm 
more necessary to win a strike than 
money. I'oduubteilly enthusiasm Is 
most necessary to the unions In their 
struggles, as it in also true, that big 
funda alone, cannot decide a long 
drawn labur tight. Funds may even 
become a check and a purpose in Itself. 
Instead 6f a meau^ towards au end. 
However, the greatmt amount of en-

Thereby a strike is sup;H>so4l to have 
an entirely differert meaning In Kranret 
than it ha.s elsewhere. .V strike Is 
much less a mcsni to obtain shorter 
hours, raise in wages, etc., although 
these demands are also Wing nude 
The main object tif the strike, accord¬ 
ing to the syndicalist |>olt^t of view.

Syn¬ 
dicalism aims to emancipate all of 
the proletariat, ntol In order lo win 
this result, It Is iiet-e^sary to keep the 
revolutioiitry fire allxe within, the 
union^. These w’ll always l>e (be 
fftiwer of (he lalu»rlng cUss. The griut 
roas<» will never In* In favor of resolute 
action, but. (he mas<irs can lie carried 
away* by an ene.-getlc miniKlty. 

Derantrary re.its tipon the dullnesa 
of ;>eople. byiidlralism appiuis to (he 
eiie.'getie oue<. to the srir-Hacrlfldng 
spirit and (he iMxUlneM of the strong. 

Here says IbMigei. you luxe the 
Immense dilTerence in the meihotls of 
syndicalism and democracy. The lat¬ 
ter. by meatiii of the franchise, turns 
the tesdcrship over to the non-class 
conscious, to the resctlonaries or their 
representailx'cs The minorities, how- 
exer. are smothered. The syndicalist 
method.

their eyesight and wrecking their 
health tolling for cruel taskmarlers for 
a mere pittance. A steady stream of 
these girls, from necessity to eat. Is 
constantly flowing Into the hells of 
Infamy of the great cities. 

In London It is worse. Thousands of 
men. women and children now in Lon¬ 
don sU>ep on park i>enches. in obscure 
doorways, on (he ground In back alleys 
—anywhere they ran lie down, and 
(hey lire from wwill barrels and scraps 
of fruit they ran pick up on (he streets 
while the nobility who never earned 
a dollar, but who have robbed the 
working people, live in a splendor that 
ecilpsr» the extravagance of the kings 
of ancient Babvlon. 

On the one hand we see tho very rich, 
arrogant, seif-righteous and profoundly, 
selfish, thanking God that (hey are so 
prosperous and so wealthy. They 
gamble on Wall street: they water 
stocks, they monopolize food stuffs and 
ecuhing, and all tho means of produc¬ 
tion: they live by usury and extortion: 
they grind the foces of the poor: they 
enslave little children In their factories 
and Hires; they reduce the wages of 
their.employes to the lowest possible 


amount: they reap where they have not 
sown and gather where they have nn 
earned, and then in biazlng diamonds 
and elegant apparel, with uplifted 
hoods, and with .scorn on their lips for 
the exploited poor, they go to their 
elegant church pew.s to thank (iod lhal 
they enjoy such manifold blessings, 
and to listen with gratifying approval 
(o the flattery of a i^nlster whom they 
pay to ease their consciences. 

The industrial system which pours 
into the laps of a few shrewd schemers 
vast mountains of wealth while the 
working people suffer and perish, must 
give place to & Justcr system. HoclalUm 
woul^ establish a Co-operative CotK' 
nionwealth under which such Inequal¬ 
ities a.s those above mentioned could not 
exist. I hope every boy and girl who 
reads ibis will DO all they can to bring 
about the triumph of Sodaltam. so 
that we may have a genuine civiliza¬ 
tion Instead of a bogu.s one.
